Religious critics of the modern 
trend in Ramadan. which begins 
with the first sighting of the new 
moon tonight. compare the 
change to the secularizahon of 
Christmas in the West.

“Instead of observing Ramadan

police station near the old air- 
port where I was allowed to have 
a shirt. I was assigned an 11-by~ 
§-foot cell, a luxury considering 
that as many as eight Central 
African prisoners slept in an iden- 
tical cell next door. We all slept 
on the concrete floor. There were 
no chairs or any other furniture 
but a shower and a Turkish-style 
toilet were available. 


After four days, I persuaded 
my capfors fo let me have my 
toothbrush, toothpaste and soap, 
Cash which the police seized 
among my belongings was used 
to buy me food but almost invar- 
iably it was brought well after 
normal mealtimes. The Certral 
African prisoners often offered 
to share the food prepared by 
their families which was brought 
twice daily. Often. the police 
found it difficult to find things 
as Simple as 3 ham sandwich or 
bananas, prompting the thought 
that they were savoring the ex- 
perience or lording it over a white 
prisoner. My fellow prisoners 
were shocked at such behavior, 

Police officers were reluctant to 
provide their names. A lieuten- 
ant enjoyed waking me up at 
midnight with false reports of 
my impending release. But the 
most unpleasant aspect of jail 
was the army of mosquitees 
which attacked the prisoners 
throughout the night, making 
Sleep all but impossible until 
after dawn when they flew off. 

Not even the local station cap- 
fain knew why I was detained 
and he appeared too frightened 
to dare to ask The standard 
answer was that I hag been 
“placed at the dispasition of the 
director-general of the police.” 

The director-general was a 
Jarge, tough and unsmilmg man 
present both at my arrest and my 
release from the police station. 
I owas taken from my cell at 
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11 pm. on July 20 and taken 
across the street to the. station 
house proper where he was wait- 
ing in the campany of the inte- 
rior minister.

In 1975, for 
example, women made up only 
1.2 per cent of all apprentices in 
federally funded apprenticeship 


programs. 

Another barrier, more subtie, is 
a socia: or cultural one, the 
draft said. —Li was described as 
follows: 


“Women are often discouraged 
from even considering skilled 
trades as a viahle source of em- 
ployment because of views about 
‘women's roles.' By rule and by 
practice young girls are excluded 
from such courses as auto shop, 
drafting and wood shop, and 
tracked into so-called ‘women's- 
work’ courses such as home eco- 
nomics and typing. 

“The majority of girls and wom- 
en are net even aware of pos- 
sibilities of employment in male- 
dominated areas, or assume that 
they could never break into non- 
traditional areas of employment 
simply because they are of the

Draw Up Goals 


Under the rule likely to be 
proposed, businesses that want to 
do work for the government— 
which includes most construction 
Tirms of size—must draw up goals 
in hiring women. as they now 
must do for blacks and other 
minorities.

To Admit More Vietnamese

NEW YORE, Aus. 15 \NYT).— 
Representatives of a number of 
government agencies are prepar- 
img recommendations for the ad- 
mission of Indochinese refugees 
berond the 15,000 the Carter ad- 
ministration authorized last 
month. Their recommendations 
will go to President Carter for 
approval, 

The action reflects recognition 
by the administration, implicit in 
@ request for the formulation of 
long-term policy that accom- 
panied the announcement of the 
authorization for 15,000 refugees, 
that the United States has 2 
continuing obligation to assist 
those who escape from Commu- 
nist rule in Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia, 

The agency representatives 
make up @ working group formed 
by @ larger group set up by the 
White House, which is concerned 
aboui the problem of the nearly 
100,000 refugees in camps in 
Southeast Asia and the continu- 
ing flow from the three countries. 
‘The task force is headed by Under 
Secretary of State Philip Habib: 
Clayton MeManaway of the-State 
Department heads the working 
group, 

The developing U.S. position is 
believed likely to alleviate the 
harsh lot of the refugees, even 
those not to be admitted to the 
United States. At the moment 
the Asian nations in which the 
refugees first. arrive have proved 
reluctant in varying degrees to 
provide even temporary hospi- 
tality. 

Experts on the refugees say that 
an indication that the United 
States is prepared to resume its 
tradition of receiving refugees 
will lessen the Asian country's re- 
Juctance and improve treatment 
once people are admitted. 

Tt is hoped that the most im- 
mediate beneficiaries will be es- 
capees from Vietnam, whose only 
way out is by small boats. 

Enown among refugee officials 
as “boat people,” they have ex- 
perienced the harshest treatment, 
resulting in many deaths. Singa- 
nore almost systematically tows 
them back to the sea; Japan, 
Malaysia and Thailand receive 
them regularly and grudgingly. 
and the Philippines somewhat 
less so. 

The refusal to Jet them come 
ashore has also caused merchant 
stups in the Asian Pacific region 
to Violate the age-old law of the 
rea, Because of the difficulties 
in dischargmg refugees at the 
next port of call, maritime 
sources report that few masters 
pick up the passengers of refugee 
eraft in distress. Many presum- 
ably go down and the passengers 
of many others die of exposure 
or lack of food and water. 

Thailand Question 

A major question before the 
working group is how many more 
refugees should be admitted and 
how much energy and money 
should be invested m encouraging 
Thailand to resettle significant 
numbers, 

The bulk of the Laotian moun-

EAST LANSING, Mich. Aus, 
18 (UPI).—Three pharmaceutical 
company scientists said that they 
may have found the key to Jearn- 
ing how pain-killing drugs work. 

The researchers for the Upjonn 
Co. said that 2 study of four 
particularly efefctive pain-killers 
indicates that the drugs, although 
chemically different, have similar 
molecular shapes.

are used every day by doctors. 
but neither doctors nor dius 
makers hare ever understoocd 
exactly how or why they work.

A new look ai the eouniy's foreign aid 
Program is needed if Americans are to be 
fersuaded to increase the amounts ther 
eontribute to the impoverished peoples of 
the world. This country now spends on for- 
@ign aid only hall the proportion of us 
wealth thar it did 15 years ago—and only 
one-eighth the proportion spent during the 
Marshall Plan yeats. Jimmy Carter caught 
the wearr mood of the nation in his cam- 
paign last year when he spoke against “tax- 
ing the poor in the rich countries to help 
the rich in the poor countries’—but how do 
πὸ help the poor in poor countries? 

The industrial nations have given more 
‘han $195 billion to Third World countries 
since 1960, raising growth rates in many 
Places by impressive amounts but not un- 
proving the standard of living of the poorer 
half of their growing populations. The aid 
benefits are not trickling down. as John Gil- 
ligan. the new American aid director. has 
observed. In particular. ther are not si 
eiently increasing food output and creating 
more Joos. The governments of poor nations 
often still clamor for big industrial projects. 
dams. harbors and superhighways thai 
largely bypass the most urgent problems 
faced by nearly every developing country— 
low productivity on farms and massive un~- 
deremplorment in the countryside. where the 
wast majority of people Hre. 

So one of the first questions on the sid 
agenda should be how the United States can 
best target ks own efforts. Showd it 
continue to scatter its direct or dilateral 
development assistance, $1.1 billion a year 
now, among 90 eountries—with only a hand- 
‘ul getting more than $50 million? Senators 
Humpnrey, Magnuson and Packwood propose 
Mstead gradually to concentrate funds or 
those poor eountries that best meet five 
criteria of self-help: imcreased productivity 
‘oy small labor-intensive farms, moze equit- 
able distributions of income and reductions 
tm infant mortality. population growth and 
unemployment. 

Even with such & foeus, however, the means 
toward the desired ends are not always ob-

vious. Take population growth. Recent stud- 
ies suggest that programs giving high prior- 
ity to land reform, greater food production 
and improved rural nutrition have been more 
effective than birth control in reducing fam- 
ily size. Better cutrition dramatically re- 
duces infant mortality and, paradoxically, 
population growth as well. Farm parents 
who can realistically expect their first two 
or three children to survive turn away from 
having seven or eignt as insurance. 

Another question is how much of our ald 
should be given directly and how much 
shouid be channeled through international 
agencies. such as the World Bank? Robert 
McNamara. the bank's president, has spoken 
in favor of a shift of emphasis, away from 
the dramatic big projects and toward rural 
development programs. But the issue re- 
mains controversial among international aid 
Gfiieials, The big programs promise dra- 
matic growth and tend to be easier to ad- 
munister: their rates of return are more 
eonfidently assessed and they are favored 
by the developing nations, Washington could 
surely influence this debate if it makes clear 
that its long-term allocation of funds hbe- 
tween bilateral and international aid wili 
depend on the outcome. 

Still another major question concerns the 
best use of food aid, whieh the recipients 
eften employ to avoid difficult programs to 
boost their own production. To counter 
these tendencies. the money generated by 
sales of Ameriean crops should he used 
mainly to promote food production in recip- 
jent eountries. Further, it seems advisable 
to shift more dollars from loans to grants. 
That would be preferable to outright can- 
cellation as a way of reducing the growth of 
the Third World's staggering burden of debt. 

The temptations to overload an aid pro- 
gram with other foreign-policy objectives 
will have to be resisted. To do any good, aid 
must be perceptibly helpful to needy peoples. 
Unless it is, the disenchantment of the public 
and Congress wiil frustrate even the noblest 
designs.

Ta the cyclical way of the world. we have 
been passing through 2 period of resurgent 
mysticism.

Alarmed at the tremd. science is striking 
back. A ervoup eaied the Committee for the 
Scientific Investigation of Cisims of the 
Paranormal has leanched a campaign to dis- 
suade magazhyes. book publishers and tele- 
vision networks irom eaploiting this rising 
tide of mumbo jumbo. The commitiee ob- 
fects specifically to programs that discuss 
such alleged phenomena as the Bermuda 
Triangle, UFOs and extrasensory perception 
as if they rivaled the theory of relativity, 
and were more retevari. 

But im the effort to reverse the trend and 
to reestablish the worship of science, the 
eommittee goes too far too fast. The strategy, 
i seems to us, should pot be to badger the 
media—or even the erndie-lit gurus and 
zodiac achoiars. The first goal should be to 


get the fakery out of the college catalogues; 
the second, to revive the rigorous training 
of all students in the scientific method. 
“That method should be applied to aspects of 
parapsychology itself. Some of its conten- 
tions are neither beyond the possibility ‘of 
hard investigation nor beneath the dignity 
of scientific interest. 

The swing toward mysticism no douot has 
tts roots πὶ the failure of science to produce 
a kappler world. It is not the fault of 
selence, of course, that wars are as vicious 
as ever, that poverty survives and that the 
quality of eity life has declined. But if that 
is the best science can do, many feel. why 
not give astrologers and assorted wizards 
another go? 

The new committee has the answer to 
that one. It is never safe to allow the un- 
reasoning to take charge. If alchemy and 
horoscopes gain hold, then why not the mys-. 
terles of blood and race and the other irra- 
tionalities that have cursed our history? 
Science is not the be-all of existence, but its 
enemies ean all too easily ve the end-all.

BONN. Aue. 15 (AP).—Nearly 40 per cent of West Germans 
16 to % years of age know little or nothing about Adolf Hitler 
and a few have the idea the Nazi dictator was a Communist, 
the magazine Der Spiegel reports, 

The magazine reported that it commissioned the Bielefeld 
Institute to survey young West Germans in the wake of a series 
of books. records and films about Hitler which have appeared 
in West Germany. 

According to the magazine, 53 per cent of those surveyed 
said they knew a moderate amount about Hitler, while 35 per 
cent said they knew very little and 4 per cent knew almost 
nothing. 

The survey found that 56 per cent had strong negative 
feelings about Hitler. while 8 per cent gave the Nazi leader 
a positive vote. 

Der Spiege) said a survey by Dieter Bossmann, a high school 
teacher in Eiel. of some 3,000 West German schooichildren 
also revealed widespread ignorance of the Hitler era.

Buoyant London Exchange an Exception 


World’s Stock Markets Are Sluggish 


By Brendan Jones 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15 (NYT). 
—With the exception of a buoy- 
ant turnaround on the London 
Stock Exchange, major stock 
markets in Europe and elsewhere 
have been generaily sluggish 
through the first part of the rear. 

The Tokyo market has been 
largely inactive, with trading vol- 
ume substantially below that m 
the first half of 1976. A slow eco- 
nomic pace has dampened West 
German markets, while fears of 
@ leftist victory in coming French 
elections have depressed the 
Paris Bourse. 

The London rebound bas come 
with the arrival of investor con- 
fidence as Britam’s economy 
aided by rising North Sea cil 
earnings, has started to recover 
from an inflation-riddled decline. 
Elsewhere. stock markets have ac- 
curately reflected the slowness 
and uncertaintr of world eco 
nomic recovery. 

In- reports by correspondents 
of The New York Times on stock 
market performances. the first- 
half trends generally are expect- 
ed to continue through the rest 
of this year. For Japanese. West 
German and French markets, the 
outlook is gloomy for 1978 as well. 

Besides London, the Toronto 
Stock Exchange has been the 
only other main foreign securities 
market where there has been ary 
recent strong showing of investor 
interest. However, the pickup 
came after 8 considerable drop 
in trading in the first five months 
of the year and has flickered ous 
in the last few weeks. 

An unusual rally that began in 
June ended suddenly in the third 
week of July.’

Richer WHA Backed by Fans

Record U.S.

EAST RUTHERFORD, N. J., 
Aug. 15 (NYT).—-The New York 
Cosmos treated ΤΊ. fans, the 
largest crowd that has ever 
watched an event at Giants 
Stadium or attended a soccer 
match in the United States or 
Canada, to an exhibition of magic 
last night. 

That crowd witnessed the Coas- 
mos’ $3 playoff victory over ‘the 
Fort Lauderdale Strikers in an 
atmosphere which was, in the 
words of one of those present, 
former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, “overwhelming.” 

The attendance well surpassed 
the previous American-Canadian 
record for a soccer contest— 
71,619, in Montreal last year for 
an Olympic game between East 
Germany and Poland. And by 
now it. must be apparent that the 
New Jersey Sports and Exposi- 
tion Authority, which owns and 
operates the Meadowlands Sports 
complex here, has found gold in 
a team that routinely draws tens 
of thousands to each of its home 
games. 

Although Pele did not score 5 
goal, he was so thrilled after the 
game that he had difficulty find- 
ing the words to describe his 
reaction to the throng, about 
1.200 people more than what is 
considered capacity. 

“I can't explain how I feel.” the 
Brazilian star. said.

Like local and state officials, John Westra, special agent 
in charge of ATFs North Carolina bureau, said that he is 
finding a “tremendous increase” in evidence that our “Jiquor- 
Jaw violators are pursuing careers in marijuana.” 

In the last year. Westra’s agents have found only 90 stills 
—down from 1.200 annually 15 years ago, he said. However,

Knoxville ATF agent Doug Altelzer thinks it is important 
to point out the cultura? change that has brought moonshiners 
into the marijuana busmess. “Some of the old-timers wouldn't 


raise it, 


They think it’s awful. It's against their code of 


ethics. It’s these new people who are into marijuana,” Alteizer 
seid, noting that the rise of the “new people” coincides with 
the coming of legal liquor to the “dry" areas of the South. 

The ATF senior agent in Georgia, Robert Lane, one of the 
leaders of the agency's now-abandoned “Operation Dryout,” 
which sent swarms of raiding agents through Southern moon- 
shine country in the 1960s, says that moonshiners may make a 
go of the marijuana business.

New Production of Passion Play Gets Trial Run in Oberammergau. 


BERAMMERGAU, West Ger- 

Taany, Aug. 15 (Reuters! — 
More than 5,006 people packed 
the Oberammergau Theater last 
month to see an experimental 
version of the vlage's tradition- 
al Passion Play. 

The production will have five 
performances to test public reac- 
tion to changes in the script. 
The old text, in use for more 
than a century, has been criticiz- 
ed as anti-Semitic and often 
banal. 

Public reaction will be the 
major factor deciding whether 
the new version will be used in 
1980. 

The coutroversy has torn the 


village in the Bavarian Alps. 
where the Passion Play has been 
preseuted at 10-year intervals 
Since 1634. 

Earlier polls have shown local 
opinion evenly split between 
Hans Schwaighofer, who is pra- 
ducing the new version, and An- 
ton Preisinger. 2 hotel keeper 
who produced the last play. 

Scores of those streaming out 
of the theater last month, par- 
ticularly the young, were full of 
praise for the imagination dis- 
played by Schwaighofer. 

Schwaighofer uses a revised 
version in verse of the oldest of 
ali the Known Oberammergau 
Passion Play texts. written in 


δῦ by Father Ferdinand Ros- 
ner from the nearby monastery 
of Ettal, 

The main difference from the 
text used since 1850 is that it 
places the blame for the death 
of Jesus on the sins of mankind 
and not on the Jews alone, 

At one poimt the narrator says: 
“Don't say the Jews have be- 
trayed their man—we have all 
done that often enough.” 

According to Schwaighofer : 
“There is nothing in this version 
of the Passion Play to provoke 
the charge of anti-Semitism 
from the United States and Is- 
rael that we have heard since 
the second World War.” 


Preisinger, who played Jesus 
in 1950 and 1960, said thet he 
thought the Schwaighofer ver- 
sion was ‘too showy. “People 
come to Oberammergan to see a 
simple play by simple folk—not 
this spectacle.”

version will be made by the’ vil-

Opponents of the new -vetsion 
said that they would try to have 
the decision delayed until. after 
the communal elections next 
year.
